C. H. FRIEND HIGH SCHOOL 


The C. H. Friend high school is lo- 


cated on Peach avenue, which is an 
ideal location for the building. 
The 


blue prints 
and specifications 
were 


prepared by Linthicum & Llnthicum, 
architects, of Raleigh. N'orth Caaro- 
lina, and was built and equipped at a 
cost of 
$00,000. 
It 
is a ;one-story 


building built of red pressed brick, 
and is in keeping with the most mod- 
ern designs,, now being used In this 
class of construction. 
The building 


contains a large spacious auditorium 
with a seating capacity of 750, and 16 
rooms. In which are included the 
principal's office, kitchen, lunch room, 
'ibrary and rest rooms. 
Included in 


the equipment for each cla?e room is 
80 square feet of black board; the 
ventilating and lighting systems are 
in accordance with the requirements 
for school buildings. 
A va-por heat- 


ing eyctem has been installed, which 


is one of the most practical and eco- 
nomic systems in use today, a,Tid in- 
sures the proper temperature at a 
minimum cost. The school was nam- 
ed in honor of Prof. C. H. Friend, 
who has been intimately connected 
with the South Boston schools for 
the past*-twenty years, and whp is 
superintendent of the school system 
at the present writing.

the four high school grades the latter 
part of November, 1923.

much the order of the day. one com- 
munity offered to pay 10 cents a pint 
or quart. I've forgotten which, for 
flies. In the same year another com* 
munity offered to pay 10 cents a hun- 
dred, or a dozen. I've forgotten which- 
These two communities had about the 
same fly problem. /Flies were about as 
prevalent in the one as in the other. 
When the accounts were made up it 
was found that the total amounts paid 
for flies in the two places were about 
the same. Somehow, two and two did 
not seem to make four. Where the 
mystery ? 
The difference lay in the seasons of 
the year in which the campaign were 
run. 
One city ran its campaign in the 
spring when flies were few. The other 
ran its campaign in mid-summer when 
flies abounded. It took as much work 
to kill a dozen flies in the early spring 
as it did to kill a pint in midsummer. 
Probably the spring campaign was 
the wiser of the two. A dozen female 
flies in April can originate in a, few 
generations many millions ol flien. It 
is wise to begin fly killing early in 
the season when there is some possi- 
bility of eradication. 
But no policy 
gets very far unless it is followed up 
by removal of breeding places and 
such cleaning up as reduces fly food 
to the minimum. 
H. F- Ferguson, 
of the 
Illinois 
health department, »ay»: 
"Swatting 


the flies around the home, or catching 
them in traps on the back porch, at 
store doors, and other such places are 
helpful and such measures should be 
energetically maintained, but the flght 
against flies will not succeed unless 
the breeding places are eliminated or 
treated to prevent the full develop- 
ment of the flies. 
"Flies of their own accord will not 


travel more than a few hundred feet 
from the places where they breed and 
where they are plentiful, so it is rea- 
sonably certain that certain breeding 
material is near by. The frequent re- 
movaji or treatment of manure, the 
proper care and frequent disposal of 
garbage, and the prevention of accu- 
mulation of filth are therefore neces- 
sary to entirely banish flies. It is»usei 
less for municipal officials or civits 
organizations to start a swat-and-trap-

While the community at large 
may be blamed for flies, a good part 
of the blame comes back on the man 
who suffers and on his near neighbors.

Thousands sub- 


scribed to the government loans dur- 
ing the war and a coupl* of years 
later when the market quotation went 
way below the subscription price they 
were indignant and 
even in some 
cases alarmed. 
They declared the 


value of their investment had depre 
elated. 
It had done nothing of the 


kind. What had happened was that 
they had make a contract with Uncle 
Pam under which they loaned to him 
a certain sum of money on his prom- 
ise to return it at a specified time 
with interest at a specified iate mean- 
while 
There was never any doubt 


about this contract .being faithfully 
obsei\ed. 
When, however, for one 


reason or another a lot of people 
wanted somebodv else to take over 
the contract the\ had to offer a con- 
cession in the price 
In other words 


they had to pav for the privilege of 
Utting somebody else carry that loan. 
It had nothing to do with the value, 
It happens that now when Liberty 
bonds aie selling above par there ar« 
,i lot of people very anxious to take 
over those in straits and willing to 
pay a premium for the privilege. This 
has nothing to do with the value 
eithei. The Government is still cer- 
ain to pay the interest regularly and 


principal when due as has been 
he case all along.
